WASHINGTON, Dec. 18.—[ Exclusive 
Dispatch.} Several influential members 
of the American Asiatic Association, 
which is composed of big exporters and 
cotton manufacturers in the East, are 
in the city expounding the views of 
that organization.

HARKED BACK TO OVERALLS.’ 


According to the involved account 
printed in the paper which sprang the 
sensation the story originated with a 
man named Taylor, who drives an ex- 
press wagon between Downey and Los 
Angeles. When Taylor drove into Dow- 
ney about 6 o'clock last evening he 
was met by Constable Henry Roemer; 
who repeated to @im the rumor which 
Was current in Los Angeles, but the 
express driver did not recognize the 
child of his tongue. Taylor said, how- 
ever, that he had talked with a man in 
Los Angeles yesterday morning about 
the crime, but the substance of his 
conversation pertained to the finding 
of the oil-stained overalls which it was 
reported a tramp had left at the Reich 
ranch near the Nine-mile house on the 
Downey road. Taylor denied that he 
had connected Bert Lewis’s name with 
the crime any more than to discuss his 
possible connection therewith, and he 
said further that the story as printed 
was without any semblance to the re- 
marks he had made in a casual way. 

Sheriff and other officers who are 
working of the case said there Was no 
foundation for the report that Lewis 
had been arrested, and treated the en- 
tire affair as a huge “fake.”” Lewis has 
not been arrested, and so far as the 
officers care to say he will not be ar- 
rested unless more substantial evi- 
dence is found to implicate him in the 
crime. 

The first news that Bert Lewis re- 
ceived of his reported arrest was when 
- appeared for duty at 7:30 o'clock 

st evening as special officer at the 
Burbank Theater. a position which he 
occupied at the time of the murder, and 
which he abandoned for but a few days 
after the butchered bodies were found. 

BERT LEWIS INTERVIEWED. 

“This is the worst blow I have had 
since the morning of November 19, 
when I was told that my mother had 
been murdered,” said Lewis last even- 
ing, “and I can’t understand what gave 
rise to the report that I had been ar- 
rested or even strongly suspected of 
being the perpetrator of the crime. I 
realize the position I am in. I know 
that some persons think I had a motive 
in committing. the murder for the rea- 
son my mother’s property would 
o me if she died. But I don’t 
friends believe me guilty. I 
think iicox’s brothers, who are far 
awey, and who think I am making an 
effort to obtain the insurance on his 
life, are responsible for e trouble 
which this report has brought on me. 

“So far as that insurance is con- 
cerned, I can say that I have placed 
the entire matter in the hands of my 
attorney, and if the money belongs 
rightfully to my mother’s estate I 
shall not let it get away without a 
legal struggie. That question, I 
sume, will not be settied until it is de- 
termined who died first, my mother or 
my step-father. 

“But I am innocent of the crime. 
They saw now that the murder must 
have been committed Friday night, in- 
stead of Saturday night, as has been 
generally supposed. I was attending to

R. TODD’S CASE OF COLIC. 
* It is amusing to observe the dis- 
trees of that emiinent disciple of po- 
purity, Councilman Robert Todd 
of “de Ate,” growing out of the tem- 
porary and admirable expedient agreed 
upon by the Chamber of Commerce 
committee.and a majority of the City 
Council fcr providing immediate 
management of the municipal water- 
works system upon a civil service re- 
form basis. Mr. Todd raises the hue 
ahd cry that “the people have been 
slighted,” and he declares that the 
parties to the compact practically 
have said, “The people be damned’’— 
whereat Mr. Todd reareth himsel? upon 
his hind legs and roareth in .a loud 
afd raucous tone of voice. 


Mr. Todd and his co- rs make 
the error common to .Memigogic 
They confuse themselves 


with the idea that they are the voice 
of the people; they delude themselves 
with the notion that ty dint of a 
great noise they can make the people 
believe they have no other champions. 
Let us look to the source of all this 
racket. It is not the people who are 
roaring; it is Mr. Todd. It is not the 
people who fear that such a man as 
Henry O'Melveny is: trying to play a 
gum-game on them; it is Mr. Todd, the 
great apostie of civic altruism and 
altitudinarianism, not to say tight- 
ropeism. Selah: And if anybody was 
told “to be damned.” it was not the 
people, but some noisy demagogue. 


If any policy ever was devised for | 


the benefit of the people, without heed 
to other interests and. in absolutely 
g00d- faith-with the public, the water 
board compromise was so arranged, 
and promises thus to operate. There 
is mo political bug in it. Spoils pol- 
iticlams are barred out of it. Maybe 
this is the secret of the stomach ache 
of ‘that distinguished patriot and 
phifanthropist, Mr. Todd. 

Water commissioners, under this 
arrangement, are to be chosen by the 
voters at the next regular municipal 
election. Meanwhile, in order to avoid 
the expense, delay and dangers of a 
special election, seven commissioners 
ate to be appointed by the Council out 
of twenty-one first-class business men 
nominated by the Chamber of Com- 
merece. Such a procedure has been 
employed in other cities under similar 
circumstances, with good results. Is 
there a man in the city, outside of 
the holy of holies presided over by 
Mr. Todd, who will say that the Cham- 
ber: of Commerce will name one 
singie unfit man for the duties under 
comsidefation? Will it not be time 


enough for the le to worry for 
their liberties rush to Todd for 
ehivation after the nominees have 


been put forward and it can be seen 
whether the city has been betrayed? 

It is to be considered, on the other 
bend, that a board of management for 
the water-works is needed at once; 
that a special election involves a 
Jong wait; that in case a special poll 
were held the great mass of voters 
would not turn out, the spoilsmen 
could: run things their own way, and 
Mr. Todd would be in his glory. By 
walting till the regular municipal 
election a full expression of the peo- 
ples will can be obtained.

N INDUSTRIAL EXPERIMENT. 

The conference between the so- 
tallied “leaders of labor and capital,” 
which has just been held in New York, 
resulted in a decision 
plan to harmonize their divergent in- 
terests a practical test."" As reported 
in the press dispatches, “it was unani- 
}mously agreed that the working de- 
tails of the scheme shall be perfected 
by an executive committee of thirty- 
six, to be chosen in equal numbers 
from the ranks of ‘organized labor,’ 
‘the great industrial and financial lead- 
ers, and the public not identified with 
either of the two interests.” In pur- 
suance of this scheme, the committee 
of thirty-six has been duly chosen, 
and its members are presumably ready 
to enter upon the work assigned 
them. The personnel of the committee 
is such as to lend interest and impor- 
tance to its action, whatever may be 
the conclusions arrived at (provided 
the persons named consent to act.) 
On the part of the public, such names 
as those of ex-President Cleveland, 
Archbishop Ireland, Bishop Potter, 
Charles Francis Adams, Cornelius N. 
Bliss, ex-Controller Eckels, John 
Milburn, and other eminent men, have 
been named. To represent employers 
and capitalists, the names _ selected 
include those of Senator M. A. Hanna. 
Charles M. Schwab, John D. Rocke- 
feller, Jr., E. D. Ripley, Julius Krutt- 
schnitt, and others equally prominent. 


Frank P. Sargent, T. J. Shaffer, and 
others. 

The deliberations of this committee 
will ‘be looked forward to with no in- 
considerable amount of interest by the 
general public. If any plan can be 
formulated by which the manifold 
evils which result from strikes, boy- 
cotts and other industrial disturb- 
ances can be avoided or minified, the 
conference wil] not have been in vain. 
These disturbances have done more 
than any one thing in the past to in- 
: jure workingmen, both organized and 

unorganized. This movement in the 
interests of harmony is an experiment 
in the industrial problem for which 
much may be hoped, while perhaps 
but little may with reason be ex- 
pected. 

One of the difficulties which will be 
encountered lies in the fact that no 
agreement which the representatives 
of the labor organizations may enter 
into will be binding upon those or- 
ganizations. They are not incorpo- 
rated, and are not responsible before 
the law, as are corporations capitalized 
for a specified sum, having tangible | 
assets, and held by the law to certain 
definite obligations. The steel strike 
of last summer furnished a striking 
illustration of the readiness of labor 
organizations to violate their solemn 
agreements, upon the slenderest of pre- 
texts, and without regard for the inter- 
ests or rights of the other parties 
to the agreement. What guaranty can 
those labor magnates, Gompers, Mit- 
chell, et al., offer that the disgraceful 
violations of solemn contracts, which 
was one of the features of the steel 
strike, will not be refeated? 

But it is needless to anticipate the 
action of the committee of thirty-six.

There is little probabil- 
ity that such an attempt will be suc- 
cessful, for it is to be Roped that no 
court in the civilized wofld would en- 
tertain seriously a suit brought in any 
form for such a purpose. | 

The Anglo-American Telegraph 
Company claims that it has a monep- 
oly of telegraphic communication be- 
tween Newfoundland and other places. 
Possibly the company's charter granted 
@ monopoly of that kind covering all 
methods of telegraphic communication 
known at the time the charter was 
granted. But it is obvious that no 
such monopoly could have been 
granted with reference to modes of 
communication not then known, nor 
even dreamed of. Any such forced 
and unwarranted construction of 
charter privileges would be repugnant 
to mon sense, judicial fairness, 
and the primary considerations of 
right and justice. 

If Marconi had attempted to lay 
another submarine cable across the 
Atlantic from Newfoundland, there 
might be some color of justice in the 
contention of the Anglo-American 
company. But that company does 
not control and cannot reasonably 
claim a monopoly in the atmospheric 
envelope surrounding the earth, nor 
in the boundiess ether of the inter- 
planetary spaces, which Marconi uses 
‘as the medium for the transmission of

The claim of the Anglo-American 
Telegraph Company is about as sen- 
sible as would, be an application from 
the owner of a sailing vessel for a 
process of law to prevent the use of 
steamships on the high seas; or a 
movement on the part of the owner of 
a stage-coach to stop the operation 


of the steam and electric railroads, 
automobiles, and other improved 
methods of locomotion. The idea 


| which the Anglo-American company 
advances is simply preposterous, 
absurd, and untenable. 

Mr. Marconi is conducting advanced 
| scientific experiments in a field com- 
paratively new. His announcement 
that he has succeeded in receiving in- 
telligible signals across the Atlantic, 
without the use of 4 wire, is some- 
thing which may well startle the civil- 
ized world. If his claims be verified, 
_he will have achieved a long step for- 
| ward in the march of scientific prog- 
hress. That so slight & thing as the 
| Anglo-American Telegraph Company, 
| with its petty claims of monopolistic 
rights in a matter of this kind, can 
stop or even retard the march of 
scientific investigation, is as absurd 
as to suppose that the antics of a 
flea could stop the rush of a planet 
through boundless space. 

The whole world is interested in the 
experiments of Marconi, and those of 
other devoted scientists in the same 
direction as his. Even the stock- 
holders in the Anglo-American Com- 
pany ought to feel interest enough in 
these investigations to impel them to 
stop the foolish and futile opposition 
on the part of their organization.
